he biggest regional homeless encampment south of 

L.A.’s skid row — perhaps 1,000 people who live in 

tents and other structures along the Santa Ana River 

Trail between Anaheim Stadium and Chapman Ave- 
nue — is going away. 

When the county clears Skid River, possibly by the stated 
deadline of Jan. 22, people will move but they won’t go 
away. Some will wind up in temporary beds in homeless 
shelters. Others figure to pop up on the streets of neighbor- 
ing communities. Few are expected to land homes in any 
traditional sense of that word. 

Many residents applaud the county’s move, saying — 
with cause — that the River Trail community generates 
crime, drug use and deplorable sanitation. Others are frus- 
trated, describing the county’s decision as a political move 
that will solve little while creating new problems.
